But as bodies whither #at«ral or

it languiſhing, ang obſtrutt Its Per- 
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marks as to the defets and faylings 
( obſerved not onely by me buralſo 
by others) which that famous Come 
monwealth hath of late yeares bin 
puiltie of: which I thal doenotout 
of any malice or diſigne of refleftion, 
the intention of writing this treatiſe 
being .limplie to inſert thoſe de- 
faults, which the wiſcſt of Authors 
have alwayes Judged neccilarie not 
onely for the reformation of this, 
but of all fates whatſoever. 

This Commonwealth of Holland 
hath worthily bin the wonder of all 
Europe during this [aſt age , and 
perhaps not to be parallced in the re- 
cords of former tymes; for it we con- 
ſider how many yeares it was. aſſaul- 
red by the then moſt Porent Prince 
of Exrope, who aſpired to no lesthen. . 
the Univerſal Empire , and that how 
formidable foever be were, yet they 
not onely maintamed their preten- 
ſh20ns, but with uninterrupted pro- 
ſpcritie and ſuccesfulncfle advan- 
ced their trade , and ſpread their _ 
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 eonqueſtsin all the foure parts of the 
world. 

Rome it ſelf though moſt famous 
and victorious, yet could not, as 
is believed, in ſo ſhorta time do, 
what by this Commonwealth hath” 
bin efteted. In India and Afﬀrica 
they ſoon forced the Spaniard, and 
Portugeſes toyeeld tothem moſt of 
their trade and poſcſlions. And tho 
England pit in for a ſhare ,. yet they 
were a long while vigourouſly op- 
pore by the Dxrch:, and to this 

our have enough todo, to keep 
what they have gotten: ſo that in. 
leflethen an 45, 2 years this Com- 
monwealth by their induſtrie and art 
intrading , are becom fo exceſlive- 
_ rich and potent that they began to 1n- 
fult and would needs be Arbitraters 
to their neighbourning Princes and 
States , and encroach upon their 
-Territories and Dominioi;s 


This drew upon them that fatal 
war before mentioned, by which they 
were. ſorely weakned and brought 
{0. 
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© Travellers «n Holland, © » * 
ſo low , that except God bya more 
then ordiharie Providence had pro». 
tetedand appeared for them, they 
had certainly bin ruinated and never _ 
able to recover themſclves again, 
howevertheirpridehereby was much 
abated: Andas Luxurie and laſcivi- 
ouſnes are the ſad effects of proſpe- 
ritie, as wel as Pride, ſo luch vices: 
in a bedie Politick and Commons 
wealth, as do corruptthe radical hu- 
mots, by abating the vigourof the 
Vital parts , doe inſen{iblie tend” 
tothe conſumption and decay of the 
whole. * 
That this Commonwealth hath 
"much recovered its ſtrength , may 
Clearly appeare, if we conſider what . 
great things they have effected, ſince 
the little time they have enjoyed: 
peace: They havein lcfle then7 yeares* 
built about 40 gallant ſhips ot war; - 
They have laid out vaſt ſums oft; ea- 
ſure in refortitying Marden, Ma- 
firicht, Breda, the Graveand ma=- 
ny other places : They haye payd 
| A 4 valt 
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Remarks for 
_ vaſt ſums of money to their Allies 
for their auxiliarie troopes , as alſo 
200000 pound ſterling tothe King 
of England to Enjoy their peace 
' with him. And beſides all this 
their Encreaſe in Riches and power 
.may be gueſt at, by the many ſtate- 
ly houſes built within theſe 5 years 
in Amſterdam, Rotterdam and 
other places; to all which we may 
ad, to what exceſſive hight the A- 
Hons of the Eaſt and Weſt - Indic 
Companie are riſen, and the obli- 
pations from the Sates are ſo eſtee- 
med as to ſecuritie , that they Can 
get as much money as they pleaſe 
at 2 Per cent: not ro ſpeak, of the 
Exceeding encreaſe of their ſubjects, 
occalioned bythe French Kings ty- 
rannie againſt rhe diſtrefſed Prore- 
ftants in France , Alſace and other 
_ parts of his Conguefts , neither wil 
* we ſpeak of other ſignes- of the 
encreaſe of this Commenwealth , as 
not Judging it convenient to commit 
them to paper , but wil now pro-

Amſterdam for the wile Stateſ- 
men ithath produced, is ſaid to bea 
ſecond Athens: others make it the 
Storehowſe or Magaſin of Exrope , 
for that it hath ſuch great ſtore of 
Corne , wherewith it furniſhes 
many other nations. And ſecondly 
for the exceeding great eMagaſin 
of Spices, which in antient times 
the'Yenetians brought by land, fur- 
niſhipg altparts of Europe, but now 
is don by the Exſt-Indie Companie 
which not onely ſupplyes Europe 
therewith, but many places in - 4 
Indiesalſo, Thirdly it hath incon- 
ceivable ſtore of al manner of pro- 
viſions for war , In ſo much that 
England and divers other nations 
ſend to Amſterdam to buy Arms, 
Bufcoats, Belts, Match exc: yea 
hereareſeyeral Shopkeepers who can 


dcli- 


deliver- Armes for 4000 or 5000 
men, and at a cheaper rate then 
| can be gotany where elſe, and this 
they can doeby reaſon of theirgreart 
Induſtry in the Ingrofling moſt of 
the Iron workes on the Kh:ne and 
other Rivers which run into Hel. 
land, Forthly Amſterdam hath more 
ſoreof ſawedand prepared Tymber 
for ſhipping then.can be foundinany 
oneNation in the world, and this is 
the realon why her Neighbour rown 
Sardam 15 made capable of Building 
ſhips zo per.cent cheaper then they 
can doe in England or France: So 
that both France, avd Sparne do: 
many times buy them in Holland: as 
lately the King of Spaine bought 10 
Capital Ships'of the two Brothersthe 
MeltsMerchants in this citic. Fitthly 
Amſterdam is the ſtaple where the 
Emperor icls his Q1ckſilvernot on 
tothe Spaniard, to uicin his mines 
in the Indies , but for the making of 
Cinoprigm or Vermillion, with whic h 


Amſterdam furniſheth not only 
: B Enrope 
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Europe,but many places in the/nates. 

Sixtly Amſterdam is the Mar- 
ket where the French King bought 
his Marble for Ferſellss Lou- 
vre , and other of. his Palaces 1n 
France : There are ſuch V aſt 1a- 
gaſins in \ Amſterdam that a man 
would think, that ſees them, there 
were Quaries of Marble neare the 
Cny Gates, Scavemthly Amſter- 
dam hath the moſt conſiderable 
Bank that now is' in the' whole 
World; I have compared the Bank. 
ot Venice with that of 'Gena and 
both their Banks write not of ſo 
much money in two dayes as A1- 
ſterdam doth. in one: farther I have 
compared the Bank of Yenice with 
Hamburg andfind both thoſe Banks 
fall-yery much ſhort with the bank 
of Amſterdam. There are many 
other particulars I could name, 
as Arguments to*prove the preat 
Riches & Trade of Amſterdam , 
as thoſe vaſt Quantities of Wynes, 
& Brandewynes they ſell in the 
North 
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North & Eaftſeas , & thoſe vait | 
Countryes adjojning thereumo, 
trom whence they . bring Hemp, 
Pitch & Tar, & furniſh France, [ta- 
ly & Spain with the ſame, & they 
likewiſe haye mach Ingroſſed the 
Copper & Iron of Sweedlond. 
I will ſay no mote of her ſtores & 
Magazins , but ſhall in the next 
place ſay ſome thing of her Church- 
es & Charitie to the Poore, 1will - 
not ſpeake much of her Chorch- 
es, but only that they are in Ge- 
 heral large and well built + In one 
of them the States have Spared no 
coſt to exceed the whole world in 
# things ( Viz ) an Organ with 
ets of Pipes that counterfit a Corus 
of Voyces, it hath 52 whole [tops 
belides halte tops, & hath 2 rowes 
of Keyes for the fcer , and three 
rowes of Keyes tor the Hands;I have 
had people of Quality to heare it 
play , who could nor believe but 
that there were- men or Women 
above ſinging OO Organ » ll 
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till they were convinced by gocing 
pp into the Organ Roome. The 
ſecond isſuch a large Carved Pul- 
pet & Canapie as,cannot be found 
elſewhere in the world ; Ihe 
third isa Screene of brafle. 

The Stathoyſe in this Citty is a 
wonderfull ſuperb Building , on 
the uppermoſt part of which isa 
large Magazin of Armes, The Cop- 
per Statues that ſtand on top of rhe 
Stathonuſe are very large & peeccs 
Exellently caſt , Eſpetially that cal- 
led Atlas, who hath a Globe of the 
world on his back that will hold 30 
Barcls of water, for me to ſpeake 
of the ſeveral rarityes of PiEtures, 

| Carved works & marble in this Stat- 
houſe, & of the Globes {eleſtrall & 
Terreſtriall that aze on the floor of 
the great Hall, would make a Booke 
of it ſelfe; I therefore will ſpcake 
of their Almeshouſes & at the 
Government of the poore, of their 
Priſons & houſes of Ccrrecion.

The Almeshouſes are many & look 
more like Princes Palaces then Lod- 
gings for poore people ; Firſt'there 
are houſes tor poor Onlamen &

are Hoſpitals for Boyes & Gitles, 
for Burgers Children & for ſtran- 
gers Children, or thoſe cald Fonnd- 
tings, all theſe boyes &Xpirles have 
Every fonday & other dayes of 
Worthip 2 doites given them by . 
the Farhers of theſe Houſes , the 
which the Children put into the 
Deacons ſack when they gather 
for the Poore' in the Churches ; 
Then there is at\ Hoſpirattor fooles, 
& aBedlam:There are Houles where

| hard at work: Therc is alſo a Houle

with a Bulls Piflel, & it yet thy re- 
bel & wont work, they are ſct in a 
Tub where if they doe not pump the 
water will ſwell over their heads; 
T-henthere is a Houſe where whores

| teolds; Altheſe ſorts of Hoſpitals & 
Almeshouſes are Stately Baildings 
richly adorned with Piures & their 
Lodgings very neat & cleane.

{ome of the Bayes & Girles Hoſps- 
zals there are 1500, in ſome 800 & 
in ſome 5qoina Houſe; Then they 
bave Houſes where a man. or a

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Woman may have their Dyet, wath- 
ing & . Lodging for his lite, 
| iving a {mall ſumme of money : 
f heſe are called Broxders houles, 
the Almes Children of this citic are 
held. in ſuch Veneration & reſpeR 
that a man had as good ſtrike a 
. Burgemaſters Child as one of them. 
Theſe Children are permitted tg 

trayelin any of the Treck ſcurs treely 
without money ; Theſe hoſpitals 
are Goyerned by Men & women, 
as are of an unſpoited life & repus 
ted to be rich , devout & pious, 
it 1s very obſervable that the Wo- 
men Goyerne their Women Hoſpi- 
tals better then the men do theirs.

| ty &ring a bell ar every Houſe 
oY Know what the Maſteror mi-

what every houſe Keeper will give 
to the Poore, Then on the week 
before the Sacrament is given, a 
Atiniſter with an Elder goes round 
the City to every Houſe where any 
members of the Presbiterian Reli- 
gion live, & there ask if any Diffe« 
rences be in the familie, offering” 
their ſervice to reconcile them, al.

They maintaine no leſs 
then 60 French /Miniflers, & unto 
many handicraft Tradeſmen and 
makers of ſtuffs, & Cloath , they 
lend ſums of Money without In- 
treſt to buy Working Tooles & 
materials for their work , but this 
is no other then they formerly did 
to the Poore diltreſled Proteftants 
of Ireland & Piemont, & their 
Charitie. was not a littel that they 
pave to Geneve towards the buil- 
ding their Fortifications; And here 
give me leave totell you what King 
Charles the ſecond laid of the Cha- 
ritieat Amſterdim, when the Dake 
of Lotherdal heareing that the 
Prince of Oranges Armie was not 
able to oppoſe the french from ads 
vanting ſoneareto Amſterdam, the 
Duke Jearcingly. ſaid that Oranges 
would be very icarfe in Holland, af- 
ter Amſterdam thould fall into the 
trench handsto plunder, to which 
his Afajeſtie ſaid that be was of 0-

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pinion Fe od would preſerve Ams- 
ferdam trom being deſtroyed it it 
were only for the great charitie they 
have forthe Poore, the which put

& their Magazins arcin good order 
every Shipp haveing an appariment 
to lay up all its Equipage in, & 
on the Top of their Magazine 
are Vaſt Ciſterys , which are Kept 
conſtantly full of water which have 


ipes into eyery apparimens to let 
"Y EY down

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down water upon any accident of 
Fire, & there is in their Magazinsa 
Nurſery Roome , wherea Woman 
keeps an Office to feed at certaine 
houres of the day a great number 
of Cats, which afterward hunt 
among the ſtores for Mice & 
Rats; This great Magazine 1n 
Amſterdam was built in thetyme ot 
Cromwell in the [pace of 9 moneths 
& 14,dayes,in which tyme the Loras 
of the Admiraltie gave the work- 
men drinkgeltas they call it, toin- 
courage them to work morethen at. 
an ordinary rate. At this tyme the 
biggeſt man of war the Stares had 
was the Amelia,in which the famous 
Admiral Trump was Kild, ſhre 
was a Ship of no more then 55 
Guns , afterward made a fire Ship. 
Bur the States quickly diſcovercd 
their want of great Shipps,andtherc- 
fore built the ſame yeare 20 men - 
of war, from 50ro8o Gunns. But

| 220 L; m their accounts , were 
honeſtly, reified by the Clarkes, 
ſo that they ſusſ{tained no loſs; be» 
ſides this care of the Clarkes in 
keeping and Stating the accounts ,, 
the bank is obliged for five L. a 
yeare to ſend to. eyery Mercliant,, 
that deſires it, theiraccountsevery/ 
morning before Exchange tyme,, 
of the moneyes. written of by them 
in the Bank the day before: upary 
any Merchants account; and what:

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Now if it be objected that though 
this be an advantage to the Mer. 
chants , yet- what can the Publick- 
eaine thereby , ſeeing the Charges 
_ of paying Officers; Clarks &c. muſt 
needs be very conſiderable ? I an- 
{wer , that indeed it is a myſtery 
to thoſe who underſtand not the 
thing, bur if it were once known 
and practiſed, the- advantage of it 
would appeare; For among. other 
thingswhich might be ſaid, '] he Ma- 
piſtrates of the Citty take- out of 
the Merchants Bank a Sufficent ſtock 
of money to ſupply the Lambert,a 
Banck that Lends eut money, andis- 
Governed by 4 Commiſſioners cho- 
ſen out of the Magiſtrates, who (itt 
in Court every day inthe Zumbert, 
which isa large pile of Building 3-0 
foot long, containing ſeveral Cham- 
bers and magazines under one Roof, 
in theſe {everal- Chambers the Com- 
miſſioners haveOfficersſitring tolend 
money upon all forts of Geods eyen 
from a paires of ſhooes to the ri-:

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eſt Jewell &c, This isa great-cons+ 
venicence. for Poore people, yea 
for Merchants alſo,who ſome tymes 
may want money to pay a bill of Ex- 
change, and prevents the Cheatting 
andExtraordinaryExtortion uſed by 
thePawnebrokersin England, France 
and other Countryes. And bclides 
the Poore. have their Pawn: fafely 
and well preſerved, neither are they 
punctually ſould when the yeare is 
out or denied under the pretext of 
being miſlaid, as the Poore are of 
ten tymes ſerved by the wicked 
Pawn broakers. There is alſo 
another convenience in this Lumbert 
viz, an Excllent way they have of 
diſcovering Thieves, and. the 
Rollen goods; They publiſh two 
penerall open ſales of the Goods 
pawnd twice a. yearc, that ſuch as 
will, may redeeme their goods 
and paying the Intreſt may have them 
although the time bc relapſed.

alſo two places ftandipg upon the 


Rhine neare Emmerickcalled Doad-. 


ford , and Gronewich, which accor- 
ding to them ,- gave the names to 
Dedaford and Groenwith inEngland; 
but many ſuch analogies and limi- 
litudes of names are to be found in 


_ Stherplaces of Germany, but eſpc- 


cially in-uper Saxony and Denmark. 
Fhe greateſt patt of this Province 
of Cleave, and part of the duchy's 
of 7ulieres and Berg , and of the 
Provinces of Marhe and Ravens- 
bonrg belongs to the EleQor of 
Branaenbonrg , the reſt belonging 
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totheDpke of Newbourg now Ele- 
Gor Palztine, and the EleRor of 
(plague, The inhabitants arepartly 
Roman, Catholicks,, partly Luthe- 
rans, and partly Calviniſts, who 
alllive promiſcuouſly and peaceably 
together both in city and Couantrey. 
The citie of Cleave is the ut moſt 
limit of the territories of. the Ele- 
Ctor of Braudenbourg.on this (ide of 
Germany; from whence his Electo« 
rall Highneſs can travel two hun- 
dred dutch miles out right in his 
own. Dominions , and never ſleep 
out.of his: own Countrey but one 
'Bight.io the territories of the Biſhop 
of Oſnabrug. 

From Cleave I went to a ſmall 
town called. Rhinberg, but a 
yery ſtrong fortification belonging 
'to- the Eleor of Coloone ; which 
lies at two miles diltance from the 
citie of ſe! that belongs ro the 
Elecor of Brandenbonrg. Through 
Diſeldorpe {cituated on the Rhine, 


ard the Relidence of the duke of 
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Newbowrg , | went next te 
Cologne avery large city, called by 
the Romans Colonia Agrippina, 
_ and the French Kome d Allema- 
yne. TER 

Cologne 1s an Imperial citic and 
a Republick, though for ſome things 
it does Homage to the EleQor of 
that name, and receives an oath 
from him. Ir is much decayed with- 
in theſe' hundred years, having 
been much prieſt ridden,a miſfortune 
that hath undone many other grear 
cities, The Jeſuits have had 1o 
great influence uponthe Magiltrats, 
that they prevailed with them to 
baniſh all Proteftants, who remo- 
ved to Hambourg and Amfterdarm, 
fo that Cologne is become ſo diſpco- 
pled, that thg houſes dayly tall to 
ruine for want of inhabitants, and 
a great deal of Gorg and wine now 
grows within OBopon ground 
where houſcs formirly Rood. I dare 
be bold to affirmthat thereis twice 
the number of inhabitants in the 
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pariſh of St. Adartins in the fields, 
the/thereisin (ologne; and yet it 
contains as many pariſh churches, 
monaſteries and chappels, as there 
are days in the ycar. The ſtreets 
Aarevery large, and ſoarethe houſes 
alſo', in many of which one may 
drive a Coach or waggon into the 
\ firſt room from the ſtreets; but the 
ſtreers are ſo thin of people , thar 
one may paſs ſome of them and 
hot meet ten men or women, unleſs 
1 beChurch men orRcligious ſiſters. 
The moſt conſiderable inhabitarits 
of the citie are Proteſtant Mer- 
*chants, tho but few in number, 
and they not allowed a Church 
neithcr , buta place called Woxllin 
a mile without the citie: thereſt of _ 
the inhabitants whoare lay men are 
miſerably poor. There are no leſs 
than 3000 Stud nts in Cologne 
taught by the * 5 gratis, who 
haye the privilege to beg in muli- 
call notes in the day time, andtake 


to them ſelycs rhe liberty of bore 
rowing 
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rowing hats and cloaks in the night: 
but it in the Jeſuits Schools there 
be any rich Burgemaſters ſons who 
have parts, theyareſureto be ſnapt 
up and adopted into the ſocietie. 
Formerly , before the matter was 
otherwiſe adjuſted in the diet: of 
Ratisbonne, there have been deſigns 
of voteing ProteſtantMagiſtrats 1nto . 
the government again ; but ſo ſoon 
as the-Jeſuits come to diſcover who 
of the Magiſtrats were for that, they 
immediately preferred their ſons or 
daughters, and madethem chanons, 
abbots or chanoneſles, and ſodiyer= 
ted them by intereſt. Ir's pity to 
ſee a city fo famous for tratfike in 
former times now brought to ſo 
great a decay, that were it not for 
the trade of Rheniſh wine it would 
be utterly forſaken, and left wholy 
to the Church men. The contt- 
nuall alarms the Mzgiſtrats baye had 
by torreign deſigns upon their lis 
berty, and the jealoulies fo- 
meated among themſclfs , as it is 

. thought, 
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thought , by the Agents and fa- 
yourers of France, and eſpecially the 
pop of Straſbourg , have tor 
ſeyerall yeares kept them in contie 
nuall diſquiet , and neceſſitated them 
to raiſe great taxes which hath nota 
tle contributed tothe impoveriſhing 
of the people eſpecially .the boars 
round about ; who thothe Couns 
trey they live in be one of the moſt 
pleaſant and fertile plains of Ger- 
many , yet are ſo wretchedly poor 
that canyas cloaths, wooden lhoes, 
and ſtraw to ſleep on in the fame 
room with their beaſts, is thegrea- 
teſt worldly happineſs that molt of 
them can attain unto. The Eleftor of 
Cologne isa venerable old man, Bl 
ſhop of four great biſhopricks, viz 
Cologne, Liege, Munſter , and Hel- 
derchime. We divides his time 
betwixt his devotion and experimen- 
tal ſtudies, being punuallin ſaying 
of maſs every morning , and COU 
ſtant in his Elaboratory 1n the af- 
ternoon; tor he is much addicted 
| | F 2 d [0 
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to chymiſtry , and leaves the ad- 
miniſtration of Government to his 
Cozenthe Biſhop of Srrasboxrg. To 
ſpeak of all the miraclcs of the three 
Kings of Cologne, and the vaſt 
number of ſaints who were remo- 
ved out of England and interred 
there , would be but tedious and 
perhaps incredible to the reader, 
aſwell as wide of my deſigne. I thall 
therefore proceed. 

From Cologne I took water on 
the Rhine and adyanced to thecitic 
of Bon and fo forward to (oblint: 
the relidence of the EleRor of T71er. 
over apainſt this city,. on the other 
ſide of the Rhine ſtands that im- 

repnable fort called Herminshine, 

uilt on a high rocky hill as high 
apain as Windforcaſtle, and on the 
north ſide of it the River Moſel 
falls into the Rhine , over which 
there is a Stately ſtone bridge. This 
Prince governs his ſubjects as the 
other Spirituall Eleors doe, that 


1s, both by temporall and ſpirituall 


autho- 
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mthority, which in that Country is 
pretty abfolute. The chiete trade 
of. this Countrcy is m wine, corn, 
wood and Iron. 

- The next Countrey I came ts 
was that of the EleQor of Aayence 
who is likewiſe both a ſecular and 
Ecclefiaſticall Prince and governs 
his ſubjets accordingly, He is 
reckoned to be wholely tor the Ins 
tereſts of the French King; who 
notwithſtanding of that, pretends 
a title to the citadel of Afayjence. 
As I was upon my Journey to 
Majence by land, I made a turn 
down the Rhin to viſit the famous 


litle city of Backrack,, and ſome + 


towns belonging to the Landgrave 
of Heſſen , but eſpecially Backrack, 
becauſe Travellers fay it much re- 
ſembles 7eruſalem in its {cituation 
and manner of buildings. The 
Burgemaſter of this city told mee 
that the whole Country about 
Backhrack does not yield above 200 
fouders of wine a year; And yet. 
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the Merchants of Doye by an art 
of multiplication which they have 
uled ſome years, furniſh England 
with ſeverall thouſande of fouders, 
Here I ſhall take the liberty tore- 
late a ſtrange ſtory which 1 found 
recorded in this Countrey ; tho I 
know-it to be mentioned in Hiltory, 
There wasa certain cruel and inhu- 
mane Biſshop of Adayence, whoin 
a year-of great ſcarcity and famine 
when agreatnumber of Poor people 
eame to his gates begging for bread, 
cauſed the Poor wretches, men , wo- 
men and children to be put into 
a barn, under pretext of relieving 
their neceſlities ; but fo ſoon as 
they were got in, cauſed the barn 
doors: to be ſhut, fire ſet toit, and 
ſo burnt themall alive: And whilſt 
the poor wretches cried and ſhree- 
Ked out for horrour and pain, the 
Barbarous miſcreant ſaid to thoſe 
that were about him, harke how 
the Rats-and mice doe crie. But 
the juſt Judgement of God _ 

re 


Travellers in Mayence, may 
red not the fatto paſs unpuniſhed; 
for not long after the cruel Biſhop 
was ſo haunted with Rats and mice, 
that all the guards he kept about 
him , could not ſccure him from 
them , neither at table nor in 
bed, At length he reſolved to flee 
for ſafetic into a tower that ſtood in 
the midle ofthe Rhine; but the Rats 

arſued him, got into his chamber 
and deyoured him alive; ſo that the 
Juſtice of the Almighty made him 
a prey to vermine who had inhu- 
manely reckoned his fellow Chri- 
ſtians to be ſuch. The tower which 
I aw, to this day is' called ' the: 
Rats-tower, and the ſtory is upon 
recordin the city of Mayence. 

On my Journey from thence I 
came to the litle village of Hookom 
not far diſtant, famous for our 
Hockomore wine, of which though 
the place does not produce above 
150 ftouders a year; yet the Inge- 
nions Hollanders of Dore make 
ſome thouſand fouders of 1t goe 
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of, in England and the Indies. 
From Hockom I proceeded to 
Francfort a pleaſant city upon the 
river of Maine , called formerley 
Teutobrrgum and Helenopolis and 
fince Francfort , becaus Ha the 
Franconians who came out of the 
Province of Franconia foarded over, 
when they went upon their expe- 
dition into Gatlia, which they con- 
quered and named it France : and [ 
thought itt might very well deſerve 
the name of Petty-London, becaulc 
of its Priviledges, and the humour 
of the citizens. It is a Hanſiatick 
and Imperiall town and Common- 
wealth, the Magiſtrats being Luthe- 
rans whichis the publick eſtabliſhed 
Religion ; though the Cathedrall 
church belongs to the Roman 
Catholicks who alſo have ſeveral! 
monaſteries there. The citie is 
pulous and trequented -by all 
orts of Merchants, trom moſt parts 
of Europe, & part of Aſia alſo, becaus 
ofthe twogrear tairesthar are yearely 
kept 
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kept there, Many Jews livein this 
cy, andthe richeſt Merchants are 
Calviniſts, who are not ſuffered ty 
have a Church in the town , bur 
halt an houres-journey out of it, at 
place called Bxcknam, where I have 
told ſeyenty four Coachesat a time 
all belonging to Merchants of the 
city. It was in ancienttimes much 
enriched by Charle le maigne and 
bath been ſince by the conſtitution 
of the Go/den bu/l: amongſt other 
honours &Priviledges its appointed 
to be the place of the Emperours 
EleQtion, where many of the orna- 
ments belonging to that Auguſt 
ceremonieareto be ſcen. Itis ſtrongly 
fortified having aſtately ſtone bridge 
over the Maine that joynes it toSaxee 
houſen the quarter of thegreat malter 
of the Toutonick order. The 
government is eaſy to the people, 
they not being taxed as other cities 
are , and had it not been for the- 
Alarmes the French gave them du« 


ripg the Jaſt war, they hadnor been 
SEES much 
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much troubled , bur being forcedto 
keep three or four thouſand mcn in 
conſtant pay to defendtheir tortih- 
cations, the Magiſtrats were conltrai- 
ned to raiſe money by a tax. Be- 
fides that of the Emperour, they are 
under the proteQtion of ſome neigh- 
bouring Princes , as of the Land- 
grave of Heſlen-Cafel/s, Landgrave 
of Armeſtadt, the Count of So/mes 
and the count of Hanas , who are 
either Lutherans or Calviniſts , 
amongſt whom the Late Elcctor 
Palatine was alſo one ; but whether 
the preſent whois Roman Catholick 
be fo or not, I cannot tel. This 
City takes great care of their poor, 
and in their charitie to poor travel- 
Hers exceed Holland. TI have ſeen a 
liſt of feaven thouſand whom they 
relieved in one year. Their great 
hoſpital is a large court or palace, 
where the Enghith Merchants for- 
merly lived, in the time of Queen 
mary sperlecntion of theProteltants, 
-Who when they were recalled by 
b;-4 Queen 


Queen Eliſabeth were ſo generous 
as to give the whole court , with 
alltheir Packhouſes and lands tothe” 
poor of the city. It was my fortune 
to be there in that cold Winter in 
ws. 9s 1683. and ſaw acercmonie 
performed by the Wine coopers of 
the citie, who are obliged by law, that 
when ever the Maine lyes faſt frozen 
over for eight days together , to 
make a great Fouder fat,, Hoops 
and Staves , and (ct it up compleat 
upon thelce. It was very good diver- 
fion to ſee ſo many hands at worke, 
and to obſerve the jollity and mirth 
of the many thouſands of ſpectators 
whowantcd not plenty of Rheniſh 
wine to carouſe 1n. | 

I had the curioſtic afterward to 
goe to the court of the Landgrave 
of Armeſtadta Lutheran Princewho 
lives in part of the richeſt foyle 1n 
Germany. His Highneſs 1s a very 
courteous and obligeing Prince to 


Strangers, and his ſubjects are in 
d condition again , 
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though they have been great (uf- 
ferers by the laſt war between the 
Landgrayve of Heſſen and this to 
milie. 
From thencel went to Hetalebers 
a city I had been formerlyin , inthe 
life time of that wiſe tho unfortunate. 
PrinceElcCtor elder brother toPrince 
Rupert. Here I had the Honour 
to pay my dutifull refpe&s to the 
Elector the ſon of that great Prince, 
whoſe commiſlary I had the honour 
to befor two years together in Ar- 
fterdam. This Prince, fince my being 
there, is lately dead, andlett behind 
him the reputation of having been 
a Zealousthorough paced Calvinilt, 
and ſo conſtant a frequenter of the 
church, that fome Sundays he went 
thricea day to Sermon ; but never 
failed , if in health, to be once a 
day at leaſt at the garriſon-church ; 
where he took particular notice of 
ſuch officers as wereabſent. He was 
marriedto a moſt virtuous lady the 


Royallliſter of theKing of Denmark 
; and 


and his brother Prince George. 
During his life time the univerſity 
- ofHeidleberg flouriſhedexceedingly, 
ſo that the number of ſtudents was 
ſo great that Chambersand lodgings 
iathe citie were ſcarce, and Span - 
hemins was about quitting Leyder 
to return to his-proteſſors place in 
Heidleberg , but how matters ſtand 
lmce his death, I amas yet ignorant. 
» This Countrey is called the paradiſe 
of Germany tor its truitfulneſs in 
wine, corn , and ail forts of fruit. 
I my ſelf have {een growing 1n one 
plain at the ſametime, vines, corn, 


cheſtnuts , almonds , dates , figs zz 
cherries, : beſides feverall otheritorts: 


of fruit. And as the -Countrey is 
tertile in yeelding the fruits of the:

This fat I have ſeen twice , and 
the firſt timewas, when the Elecor 
treated the French Ambaſladours 
that came to conclude the match 
betwixt his daughter and on/ieur 
the French Kings brother , who 
married her after the death of our 
Kings liſter his firſt wife : at which 
treat there happened an adventure 
that I ſhall here pleaſe the Reader 
with, In a pallery that is overthis 
fat the EleQor cauſed a table to be 
placed in the midle, exactly above 
the bunghole of this Monſtrous vel- 
ſell, and to becovered witha coſtly 
banquet of all ſorts of ſweet meats : 
Theday before, allthe wine being 
emptied out of this Tun into other 
Fats 4 @ litle before the Ambaſia- 
: doyis 
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dours. with other forrcin Miniſters 
and Perſons of qualitie mounted the 
ſtairs to cometo theplace ot enter- 
tainment; The EleCtor cauſed twelve 
drummers withas manyTrumpeters, 
ſome Kettledrums and other mulick 
' to belodped in the belly ofthe Tun, 
with ordersto ſtrike up upon a ſignall 
given, when the Eleftor drank the 
French Kings health. All being 
fate down at table and merrily fee- 
ding, the Elefordrank the health, 
and the (1gnall was given; whereupon 
the muſick began to play its part 
with ſuch a roaring and uncauth 
noiſe out of that vaſt cavitie below, 
that the French and other Perſons 
of qualitie who were unacquainted 
with the defigne, looking upon.it to 
bean infernall and ominous ſound, 
m great aſtoniſhment began to cry:

that what I ſay of its incredible 
bigneſs to be true , I ſhould- be 
afraid the Reader might think lims 
poled upon his credulitie. 

From Heidleberg 1 went to ſee 
that imprepnable Fort or citadel! 
of Manheim alias Frederichs-berg 
built by the EleQor Frederick 
brother to Prince Rupert, aPrince 
of as nt a: head as any Germany 
affoarded, who though ſome have 
too partially Judged of him by his 
miſfortunes , yet by the wiſeſt of 
the age was acconnted the Cato of 
Germany. The wiſeſt and beſt-men 
of the world have been unfortunate, 
which makes ſome to be of the 
ppicyon. that God in his wiſdom 
: thinks 
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thinks fit it ſhould be ſo, oh 
otherwiſe they might attribute their 
proſperitic rather to the wiſe diree 
ion of their own condudt , then 
his all feeing Providence: and in- 
| deed, dayly | experience ſeemes to 
evince the truth of this , ſince wee 
ſee knaves and fools adyanced to 
preferment and richefs, when men 
of virtue and parts die negleCted and 
poor in the eyes of the world,though 
rich inthe enjoyment of a contented 
'mind, Burt this is adigreſſion which 
the honour I have for the memory 
of that great man hath led meeinto, 
and therefore I hope will be pardoe 
ned by the Reader. In the citadel 
of Manheim 1 ſaw ſome of the Re-< 
cords of thatilluſtrious familie, which 
without diſpute is the moſt ancient 
of all the Secular Electors , being 
elder to that of Bavaria which 
ſprung from one and the lame ſtock, 
to wit , two Emperours of Ger« 
many. Many writers derive thens 


originally from (harle le margne, 2 
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e line of Pepin King of France, 
There have been ſeyerallEmperours 
of that race, one King of Denmark 
and four Kings of Sweden, one of 
which was King of Norway allo, 
belides many great Generals of Ar- 
mies in Germany, Hungary, France 
and other Countries, SincelI can 
remember there yere five Proteſtant 
Princes heires to that Eleccorall di- 

mity alive;zwhich now by their death 
fallen to the Duke of Newbourg a 
Roman Catholick , whoſe Daughter 
w Empreſs of Germany and another 
of his Daughters maryed tothe wa 
of Portugall. Being ſo neare Scrai- 
bourg, I had the curiofitie togoe ſee 
what figure that famous citic now 
made ſince it had changed its mas 
ſer ; for I had been thrice there 
before, when it flouriſhed under the 
Emperours prote&tion, with the 1i- 
berty of a Hanſiatick town : And 
Indeed I found it ſo diſfigured, that 
had it not been for the ſtately Ca- 
thedrall Church, and de <r" | 
ul». . 
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anddiogs ; I could ſcarcely haye | 
known it. In the fireets. and 
Exchavge which formerly were 
ironged with ſober rich and peace- 
able Merchants, you meet with 
none hardly now but men in buff 
| Coats and ſcarffs. with rabbles of 
Soldiers their attendants. The 
churches 1 confeſs are gayer, but not- 
fo mach frequented by the inhabi- 
| tants/a$+heretofore, ſeing the Lu+- 
'therans are thruſt into the meaneſt 
| churches and moſt of the chicte 
' Merchants both Lutherans and 
 Calviniſts remoycd to Holland and 
Hembourg. Within.a few years, I 
' beleeyeic will be juſt fuch another 
city tor trade.and Richeſs as Br:ſas: 
| is. It was formerly a rich city and 
| well ftockt with Merchants and 
* wealthy inhabitants, wholived under 
' a gentleand eaſy government ; bue: 
now the Magiltrats have litle elſe 
' to doe in the government , but 
- onely to take their rules and mea- 


* *fures from a citadel! and great guns, 
which 
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which are Edits that Merchants 
leaſt underſtand. I confeſs Strafs 
bourg is the leſs to be' pityed that 
 ſotamely became a ſlave, and put 
on its chains without any ftrugling. 
Thoſe Magiſtrars who were inftru- 
ments in «, are now fenſible of their 
own folly, and bite their nails for 
anger, finding themſelves no better 
but rather worſe hated than the 
other Mapiſtrats, who did what 
they cons to hinder the reception 
of their new maſters the French.

quickly grew weary of being here, 
meeting with nothing but' com- 
Plaints of poverty , and paying 
exorbitant taxes ; 1 therefore foon

Francfort, and from-thence went to 
Caſells, the chiete reſidence of the 
Landerave of Heſſen.

Envoy. The court of this Prince 
does indeed reſemble a well gover- 
ned colledge, or Religious Cloyſter, 
in regard of its madeltic and regu- 
laritie in all things , and eſpecially 
in the houres of devotion. He is 
rich in money, and entertains about 
nine thouſand men in conſtant pay, 
under the command of Count var 
derlipp, a brave and expert Soldier 
his Licutenant Generall ; bue can 
bring many more upon occaſion 
into held. This familie hath bcen 
very happy both in its progenieand 
alliances, many wiſe Princes of both 
ſexes having ſprung from it ; and 
the mother of this preſent Landgrave 
may be reckoned amongſt the illu« 
- ſtrious women of the preſent and 
' paſt ages. Aſer the death of Wile 


liam 
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liam the 5. Landgrave of Heſſen her 
husband , ſhe not only ſupported 
but advanced the war wherein he 
was engaged, did many ipnall 
actions, Enlarged her territorics, 
and at the concluſion of the peace 
kept under her pay 56 Cornets of 
horſein five Regiments, 165 Com- 
panies -of foot , beſides thirteen 
Companics of Dragons, and 14 
independent Companies, inall 249 
Companies of horſe and foot ; ſhe 
was a Princeſs extreamly obliging to 
. Rrangers : eſpecially yirtuous and 
learned divines. 1 had the honour 
a good many yeares agoeto kifle her 
highneſles hand ; at which time ſhe 
was mighty .Zealous in promoting 
an accommodation amongſt difte- 
rent Religions, as the Roman Ca- 
tholick, Lutheran and Calviniſt, 
. but eſpecially betwixt the two lat- 
ter, and thereforeentertained Dos 
, or Daris at her court in Caſſels 
-who wrote ſeyerall picccs upon that 
ſubjcQ of reconciliation , and with 
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lome ofhis friends had a conference |

The 
town of 'Lambſpring is Lutheran 
though ainder the government cf 
the Lord Abbot and his chapter,who 
| conſtantly chooſe Lutheran Magi- 
ficats and Officers for the civill ad- 
miniſtration, and live together in 
that love and unitie, that as yet 
there bath never the leaſt debate 
happened amongſithem; and indecd 
this harmoney is now to be oblcr- 
ved in moſt parts of Germany where 
different Religions are profeſled. 
Whenl conſidered ſo many good!y 
faces both of Monks and ſtudents 
in that Abbey, I could not forbeare 
to make a ſerious reflexion on the

When I parted from Berlin I Lu 
made 'a turn back to Launenbowrg 
in my. way to Swedland , where L 
found {everallof my Countrey men 
Officers in the gariſon, who ſhew'd 
mee what was moſt remarkeable in 
thecity , as: the Saltworks ( which 
bring. in conſiderable ſummes of 
money to the duke of LZunen- 
bourg )the Stathouſe, and Churches, 
in oneof which I ſawa commumon 
table of pure ducat gold. From 
thence I went into the Provinceof 
of Holſtein, and at a ſmall ſea pert 
Mealled Termond, of which I ſpake, 
' before, 1 embarked for Sweaey. 
 Hethathath read in the hiſtories 
of this laſt age the great exploits of 
" ta Gee 
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Guſtavus Adolphus and his Swedes, 
perhaps may have a fancy that it 
muſt bean excellentCountrey which 
hath bredſuch warriours; but it he 
approach it, he will ſoon find him- 
ſelf undeceived. Entering into 
treÞ $aveed land at a place called Lanas- 
ort , wee failed forwards amongſt 
highrocks having no other proſpect 
| from Land but mountains till wee 
I-f:+5 came to Dollers, which is about 
1 four Swediſh, that is, twenty four 
4 ngliſh miles from Stockholm, the 
| capitall cirie of the Kingdome:upon 
my comeing a ſhore I confeſs I 
was 2 litle ſurpriſed to ſee the 
Pareney of the people ; and the 
tle wooden houſes they lived in, 
not unltke Soldiers huts ina leaguer; 
but much more , when I diſcove- 
red litle elſe in the Countrey but 
mountanous rocks and ſtanding 
lakes. of water. The Reader will 
excule mee, I hope, if I remarke 
not all that I may have taken no- 
Uce of in this Countrey, ſeing by 
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what I have already written, he may 
perceive that: my deſigne is rather 
to obſerve the manner of the inha« 
bitants living , then to give a toll 
deſcription of every thing that may 
be ſeen in the Countrey they live in. 
However I ſhall lay ſomewhat of 
that too, having premilſed once 
for all that the ordinary people are 
wretchedly poor; yet not ſo much 
occalioned by the Publick taxes, 
as the barrenneſs of their Countrey, 
and the oppreſſion of the nobles 
their Landlords , and immediate ſu- 
periours, who till thepreſent King 
- put a ſtop to their violences, ty- 
rannically dominecred over the 
"lives and fortunes of the poor peas 
fants. From Dollers I took Waggon 
to Stockholm , changing horſes three 
times by the way , by reaſon ofthe 
badneſs of the rode , on all hands 
'environed with rocks , that hardly 
open ſo much as here and thererg 
leave a ſhred of plain ground. At 
two miles diſtance upon that rode 
H 2 the 
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the citie of Stockholme looks great; 
becaus of the Kings palace, the hou- 
ſes of Noblemen , and ſome Chur. 
ches which are ſeated upon rocks; 
and indeed , the whole citie and 
ſuburbs ſtand upon rocks, unleſs it 
be ſomc few houſes built upon 
ground pained from the rivers that 
run throw the town. Stockholme 
has its name from a ſtock or logg 
of wood which three brothefs threw 
into the water five miles above the 
city , making a yow that where 
ever that ſtock ſhould op , they 
would build a caſtle to dwell in. 
The ſtock ſtopt at the Holme or 
rock wh-re the palace of the K.isg 
now ſtands ; and the brothers to 
| be as good as their word , there 
built their caſtle, which invitcd 
others to doe the like ; fo that in 
- proceſs of time the other rocks or 
olmes were covered with buildings 
which at length became the capital 
Citie of the Ki dome. It is now

as indeed, moſt citics are; for the 
Stathouſe then buile , is ſo con- 
temtible and low that in MHol- 
land or England , it would not be

tworooms Calt into one not above 
nine foot high; and the two rooms 
where the ſheriffs and the Erve col-

The Kings Palace is a large 
ſquare of ſtone building , in ſome 
places very high , but an old and 
Irregular fabrick , without a ſuffi.

for gardens and walks. It was an- 
ciently ſurrounded with water; but 
ſome yeares ſince part of it wasfilled 
up to make a way fromthe caltlegate 
down into the old town, In this 


Palace there are large rooms z but 
H 4 the 
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Stately houſes , and much emproved” 
from what it was 4co yeares. agoe, 
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 . the lodgings of the King, Queen 
and Royall familie are three pair of 
ſtairs high, the rooms in the hiclt and 
ſecond ſtory's being deſtin'd tor the 
Senat Chamber and other courts of 
Judicature., The Kings library 1s 
four pair of ſtairs high, being a room 
abourt fourty fix foot ſquare , with 
a cloſet adjoyning to it not haltthe 
dimenſions, When I conlidcred 
the appartments and furniture of 
this Court, 1 began to think that 
'the French Author wrote truth, who 
in his Remarks upon Swedland (ayes, 
that when Queen Chriſtina reſigned 
the Crown to Carols Guſtaphus the 
father of this preſent King , the 
diſpoſed of the beſt of the furniture 
of the Court, and gave away a large 
ſhare of theCrown lands to her tavo- 
rites ; in ſo much that the King 
conſidering the poor cendition 1)1c 
had left the Kingdome in , and 
ſeeing the Court {(o meanely turni- 
thed , {aid that had he know'n be- 
forche accepted the Crown , What.

There are many other Stately pa- 
laces in Stockholme belonging tothe 
pobilitie; but many of them for 
want of repairs,and not being inhabi- 
ted run to ruine ; ſeverall of the 
nobles who lived in them formerly ,. 
having loſt the eſtates that maintais 
ned their ancient ſplendour, as wee 
ſhall ſee hereafter , being retired 
unto a Countrey life, There are 
alſo ſome other magnificent ſtru- 
Ctures begun, but not finithed , as 
that Stately building intended for 
a Parliament houſe for the nobles, 
and two or three Churches : but 
what I moſt wonder at js the vaulc 
wherein the late King lies buried, is 
not as yet covered but with boards, 
for it is to he obſerved that the Kings 
of Sweeden have no tombs and 
monuments as in England andother 
Countries; but are putioto copper 
coffins with inſcriptions on them ,

they enabled his Majeſtie , without 
burdening of: his ſubjects , tO ſup- 
port the Charges of the governs 
ment, and.to maintain 64000 men 
W Pay. The truth is his other Res 

: venues 
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nues are but ſmall , ſeing Queen 
Chriſtina enjoys the beſt of hister- 
ritories, as her allowance, and that 
what ariſes' trom the Copper and 
Iron mines, one Silver mine , the 
Pitch and Tar, the cuſtomes and 
exciſe amounts to no extraordinary 
ſumm of money, & theland rax in 
{o barren a Countrey ſcarcely des. 
ſerving to be named. The cuſtomes 
andexciſe,I confeſs, are yery high, 
and the rigorous manner of exa- 
Cting them pernicious to trade;as for 
inſtance. If a ſhip come to Srocks 
holme from London with a hundred 
ſeyerall ſorts of goods , and thoſe 
goods aligned to fifty ſeveral men 
more or leſs; if any .of thoſe fifty 
doe not pay the cuſtome of what 
belongs to him , though it be for 
a barrel of Beer, the Ship thallnot 
be unladen, nor no man haye his 
goods out, though he hath fully 
payed the cuſtomes for them , til 
this laſt man hath payed his. There 


are ſcycrall other filly cuRomes mn 
DT ol Sweds 
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Swedland that diſcourages men 
fromtradeing there;as if any ſtranger 
die thert, a third of his Eſtate muſt 
poe to the city or town: where he 
traded. No forreigne Merchantin , 
| Stockholm can trayellinto any Coun- 
trey where there is a:taire without a 
port: and at preſent ſcing there 
1s no treaty of trade betwixt Engs 
land and: Sweden, though the Eng- 
liſh bring as conſiderable a trade to 
that Kingdome, as any other Coun 
= whatſoever, yet they are very 
unkindly uſed by the Officers of the 
cultome houſe; whereas the Dutch, 
in Lubeck,and other cities have new 
and preater Priviledges allowed 
them.

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Of allthe Swediſh army of 64000 
men , the King keeps but 12. Com- 
panies of. 2co men a peece, with 
lome few horle guards in Stockholme, 
who are not upon duty as ſentinels 
at the Court gates, as at the Courts 
of other Princes, The reſt are di- 
ſperſed into quarters and garriſons 
upon the fronteers which are {ofa 
diſtant in that large compaſs of land 
which his territories take up , that 
t would require a hard andtedious 
worck to bring them together to a 
2a muſter. They are however 
ept under very ftrick diſcipline, 
and thoſe that lye neare often yiewed 
by the King. They have od 'ſorts

4c; Fe Informer tunes there 
have beetr at one time thirty five 
Collonels beſides Generall Officers 
in the Swediſh Army all the ſubjects 
of the King of great Britain , bur 
at preſent there are few or none, 
unleſs it be the ſons of ſome Scot- 
_ tiſh Officers deceaſed ; nor did I 
ever ſecan Engliſhman in the Kings 
nards horſe or foot but one, and 
ſon of Sr. Edxard wood , who 
hath fince quitted the ſervice. The 
King hath exceedingly won the 
hearts of the common'people, not 
onely.by exempring them from the 
tyrannical Juriſdifion of the nobi- 
litie and gentry, who formerly would 
by their own private authority pu- 
mh and put to death the peaſants 
at their p ealure; which makes the

being forſworn. As for inſtance, 
in ſome places , the witneſs is ſet, 
with a faff in his hand, upon ſome 
ble ſtones and charcoale, where 
e is-to imprecate and pray , that 
if what he ſweareth be not true, 
his land may become as barren as 
thoſe ſtones , and his ſubſtance be 
| conſumed to aſhes like the coals he 
ſtands on, which as ſoon as he 
ſteps' down are ſet on fice. This

In commemoration of the 
at loſſes and deſolation inſtained 
in the late war, the Swedes ſtrictly 
keep four faſting daysin the months 
of April, May, Zune and 7wly; on 
which days all men are prohibited 
by Authority to kindle fre in their 
houſes ,. orto eat tillafter Evening

TravellersinSweden, T8g 
man of a competent eſtate, it is 
enoughto breake him, Theclergy 
of Sweden are neither ſo rich nor 
learned as thoſe of Germany, wan- 
ting both the opportunities of ſtudy, 
and of conyerfingwith learned men, 
that thoſe of other Countreys en- 
joy ; though there be ſome learned 
men amongſtthem. A Bithoprick 
in Sweden is no preat benefice, if 
compared with ſome Perſonages in 
England; for the Archbiſhop and 
Metropolitan hath not above 400 
L. per ann. and ſome of thereſtare 
not worth above 150 or 200 L, a 
yeare, The inferiour Clergy are 
not ſo regular in their lives and 
converſation in the Countries di- 
tant from Stockholme, as they are 
neare the court, and the reaſon is, 
partly becaus they entertain tra« 
vellers that paſs the Countrey, there 
being no Ins in molt places for the 
accommodation of perſons of any 
qualitie, andſo are obliged to drink 


with their gueſts: andpartly ces 
a 
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atburyings and Chriſtenings, where 
| there is commonly high” drinking , 
the Pape orParſon is maſter of the 
"Ceremonies.; And here.give mee 
leave, to tell a ſhort ſtory of one 
of them. APape comeing to' Chri- 
ſen aChild ina Church, and find- 
ing a Scottiſh man to be Godfa- 
ther, was ſotranſported either with - 
orhis cups, that when he came

kindneſs rhey may have for the peo 
pt, for a French Ambaſſadour, as 
an' author of that Countrey relates, 
being by order of Queen Chriſtina 
treated in a Countrey 'houſe' 4 
*Swediſh 'miles from Srockholme,/ 
* bd upon the rode gocing and c0-! 
| meing, with all the varieties: and: 
pleaſures that the Countrey could” 
"affoard, on purpole to RE 
| Wye 
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have a good opinion of the ſame; 
made anſwere to the Queen (who 
asked him upon his return what he 
thought of Sweden Py that were he 
maſter of the whole Countrey , he 
would preſently ſell it & buy a farme 
in France or England; which,under 
fayour, 1 think was a litle tart and 
ſawcy. 

Having ſtayed a confiderabletime 
inSwedland, and moſt part at S:ocks 
holwe, 1ſer out fromthenceto goc 
to Elſenbourg by land , and weat a 
litle out of my way to ſee a ſmall 
City called Exbrone famous for a coat 
of Arms which it got in this manner. 
A certain Maſculine Queen | of 
Denmark: who had conquered a 
great part of Sweden , comeing to 
this city, asked the Magiſtrates, 
what was'the Arms of-their city; 
who having told her that:they had 
none, ſhe: plucked up her coats and' 

uatting upon the Snow, bid them 
rake the marke ſheleft there for their 
Arms: It's pity ſhedid notgivethem 
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8 ſuitable motto to it alſo. What 
that figure + is called in blazonerie 
[ know not, but to this day the 
city uſes it in their Armes, and for 
marking their commodities. . This 
Queen came purpoſely into Swe- 
dento pay a viſit to a brave woman 
that oppoſed a King of Swedland, 
who in a time of famine would have 
ut to death all the men and women 
0 his Countrey above lixty years 
of age, The Countrey all the way 
I trayelled in Swedland is much of 
'the ſame qualitie of the land about 
Stockholme, untill I came nearethe 
Province of Schonen which is cal= 
led the ſtore houſe and Kitchin 
of Sweden, where the Countrey is 
far berter. It was formerly very 
; dangerons to trayell in this Pro- 
vince of Schonen, becaus of the 
' Snaphances who were a kind of 


bloody robbers , now utterly de« 
ſtroyed by the King ; ſo that 1t 1s 
fafe enough travelling 
tering intoSchonern 


there. En- 
| ſaw twenty nine 
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of theſe rogues upon' wheeles, and 
cl{ewlere in the Countreyy ten and 
twenty at feyerall places. The 
King uſed great ſeyeritic in deltroy- 
ing of them; ſome he cauſed tobe 
broken upon the ©, wheele:,-others 
{peered in at the fupdamentandout 
at the ſhoulders, many hadthe fleſh 
pinched off of there breaſts, and io 
were faſtened toſtakes till they dicd, 
and others again had theirnoſes and ' 
both hands cut off, and being ſea- 
red witha hot Iron were let goe to 
acquaint their camerades how they 
'had been ſerved. The King is very 
ſevere againſt Highway - men and 
duellers. In above a: hundred 
, miles travelliug , -wee'faund: not 2 
houte wheretherewas either French 
wine or brandie, which ' made mce 
tell a Swede of our Company who 
Was travelliug to Denmark, tha: I 
hed ace undertake'to ſhew any man 
ard? houſes wherein a  travellcr 
wg. . have wine and other good 
| ommodation in the ſpace of an 
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-hundred miles upon any rode from 
London. There are leverall (mall 
towns and fertile land in this Coun- 
trey. of Schonen, lying upon the 
Sound .; at the narroweſt part 
:Whereot lies El/enbonrg burnt down 
by the Danes in the Jaſt war : 
. Here I croſt over'to Eljencre , 
-.the paſlage being but a league 
' broad. 

The King, of Denmark has acaſile 
at Elſenore which commands the 
.narrow paſlage of the Sound, where 
all Ships that enter into or come 
out of the Baltick fſca mult pay 
toll. Having viſited this catile 
and ſtard- about a fortnight with 
the * Engliſh Conjul , and 5s,

The Kings men of war lye herc 
yery conveniently , being orderly 
ranged betrwixt Booms after the 
manner of Amſterdam and neare 
the Admiralty houſe , which is a 
large pile of building well furniſhed 
— ' and Magazines, ſecured 
by a Citadell, that not onely com- 
mandsthe city, butalſo the Haven, 
and entrey into it, The Court of 
Denmark is ſplendid , and makes 
a far preater figure in the world 
then that of Sweden, tho not many 
yeares agoe in the time of Cars/xs 
Guſt aphus the father of the preſcnt 
King of Swedland , it was almoſt 
reduced to its laſt, when the walls 
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of Co enhagen {ſaved that Crown 
and Kingdome, That fiege was 
famous , caried on with great 
vigour by the Swede, and as bravely 
maintained by the Danes : The 
monuments. whereof are to be ſeen 
in the canon bullets gilt that (till 
remain inthe walls of fone houſcs 
andin theſtecple of the great Church 
of the town. The Royallpalace in 
Copenbaguen is but ſmall anda very

The Queen of Denmark is a 
molt yirtuous Princeſs , lifter to 
the preſent Landgrave of Heſſe/- 
Caſſel, and in perſuaſion a Calvi- 
nilt, having achappell allowed her 
within the Court; though the pu- 
blick religion of the Kingand King- 
dome be.Lutheran, 'The Clergie 
here are learned, many of them 
having ſtudied at O-x/ord and Cam- 
bridge where they learnt rhe Engliſh 
language, and amongſt the Biſhops 
there is one Doctor King the ſon of 
a Scottiſhman. Bur ſcing ut 1s my 
deſigne rather to obſerve the con- 
dition of the people, then to be 
punctuall in deſcribing allthe rari- 
ties that are remarkeable in the 
Countties I have been in, I ſhall 
conclude what I haveto ſay of Den- 
mark , by acquainting the Reader 


that the people of that Countrey 
| : I 6 live 
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Ive far better then the Swedes, 
and aſwell as moſt of theiradjoyning 
neighbours ; and that there are {cye- 
rall places, both there andin 1Ver- 
way which have the names of En- 
glith towns, as Araundale, Totneſs, 
London &c. 

When I fiſt began to write this 
treatiſe, I had fome thoughts of 
making oblervations upon the ſeve- 
rall governments of- other States and 
Dominions, where 1 had travelled 
ſome years before I was. in the 
Countrics I have been ſpeaking of , 
as of the reſt oft Germany , Hun- 
#2ry, Switzerlana, ltaly\nd France; 
but that was a lubje& ſo large, 
and the uſetulnc{s of it to my preient 
_ defigne {o incontiderable , that by 
docingſo, I tound Icould neither 
fatisfie the curious, by adding any 
thing materiall to thole many who 
have already obliged the pubilick by 
the remarks of their travells.in thoſe 
places; or make my diſcontented 
Countrey men more. ayerſe then 


thcy 
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tney are already from removin 

intothoſe Countries, where I think 
tew of them will chuſe to tranſport 
themſelves tor the ſake of liberty and 
Propertie, tho England were even 
worle, than they themſelves fancy it 
can be. All that remains to be 
done then, is to coneludethis trea- 
tiſe with an obvious and popular 
remark, that thoſe Countries where 
cities are greateſt and moſt frequen- 
ted by voluntary inhabitants, are 
alwaycs the beſt to live in; and by 
comparing the city of London with 
all other cities of Europe, and de- 
monſtrating by the ſurveys I have 
made ( which I think will hardly be 
contradicted or confuted, ) that of 
all the capitail cities of Europe itis 
the biggelt,and molt populous, & fo 
prove conlequentially that England, 
tor the generality of people, is the 

beſt Gountrey in the world eſpe- 
cially forts natives to livein. Now 

this being an obſervation , ( for 

what I know ) not hitherto made 

I 7 good 
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F od by induftion and inſtance, 
as I intend to doe it) I hope it. 
will pleaſe the Reader as much, as 
ifI gave him a particular account of 
other Countreys and governments, 
and leave it to his own reflexion to 
State the compariſon. 

Though London within the walls 
cannot vie for bigneſs with many 
cities of Europe; yet take the city 
and ſuburbs together , according 
as it hath been ſurveyed by e Mr. 
e Morgan , in breadth from Sr. 
Georges Church in Southwarke to 
Shore ditch , and in length from 
Limehouſe to petty Francein We/t- 
mnſter and itisina vaſt proportion 
larger in compaſs of ground and 
number of houſes then any ' cv. y 
whatloever in Europe, This [I 
Shall demonſtrate firſt by compares 
ing it with ſome cities ot Hols 
khnd, and then with the moſt cons 
fiderable cities of the other Coune 
tries of Europe; which I ſhall ſet 
gown inan alphabericall order with 

En OO the 


thenumberof the houſes they ſeye- 
rally contain. 

When London and ſuburbs was 
farveyed ſome years agoe by «My. 
e Morgan, there were reckoned to 
be 1n it 84000 houles beſides hoſpi- 
talls, Almeshouſes, and other 
buildings that payed no chimney 
money to the King : Now if thoſe 
were added , and the vaſt number 


of new houſes that have been built. 


ſince that ſurvey, upon modeſt 
computation London may be recko- 
ned to countain 1co000 houſes; 
I know the. French doe vapour and 
would perſwade the world that Pas 
-yis is much bigger then London. 
And the Hollanders will ſcarce be- 
lieye that London hath more Hoxſes 
then the 18 Crityes in Holland that 
have voyces in the States, for ſay 
they AmſterdamStands upon a 1000 
Morgens land, and London Stands 
but upon 1800; To both which I 
anſwer, that it is very true that 


Paris takes up a great ſpot of ground, 
uw 
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” butthenyou muſt confider, :thatin 
Paris there are ſeverall hundreds of 
eMonaſteries , Churches, Coledpges, 
and Cloyſters, ſome of them haveing 
large Gardens, and that in Paris 
there are 7500 Palaces and Ports 
for Coaches, which have likewiſe 
great Gardens, whereas Londop 1s 
very thick built, andin:the C:tty the 
Houſes have ſcarce a Yard big 
enough to ſetta Pump, or Houſe of 
conveniency in ; but the weekely 
bills of Aortality will decide this 
weſtzon and plainely give it to 
London,and fo dothe Mons:la Comr, 
and Sir. William Pette in his laſt 
Eſſayes dedicated latcly to our King ,. 
makeing ic appeare that London is 
biggerthen Paris, Rhoan, and Ro- 
chell altogether; and as for Amfler- 
dam 1 doe appeale to all knowing 
men thathave {cen it, that although 
It betrue that it Stands upon Tooo. 
Aorgens Land ; yet there is not 
aboyegoo orgens built, and this I 
prove thus, that the large Gardens, 
Ii. on 
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on the Heeregraft, Kyſersgrafs, 
and Princegraft , and the Burowalls 
of Amſterdam take up more then a 
third part oi the Citty, then reckon 
the Baſtions, and the ſpace of 
Ground betweene the Wall, and 
the Hoxſes, and all the Ground 
unbuilt from the Utrichs-Port , to 
the Meſoper-Port, Muyer-Port,and 
ſo to the Seaſide, and you will find 
1t to be near 3o0o Morgens land - 
There are 2 Parishes in the Sub- 
urbs of London , viz Stepriey , and 
St. AAartins mm the feilds, ( the later 
being ſo big that the laſt Parlement 
divided it intg.4 Parisbhes, ) cither 
of them have more Hox/es then 
Rotterdam , or Harlem, and there 
are ſ{cyerall other great Parishes as 
St. Margrets - Weſtminſter , St. 
Giles in the feilds, Tootyes:, and S7. 
Mary Over, thewhich it they ſtood 
apart in the Country would make 
great (3ttyes, wee reckon in Lonaon
